1 . IN STATEMENT REPORTED DURBAN DAILY NEWS MARCH 12, PARAMOUNT 
CHIEF KAISER MATANZIMA CASTIGATED GREAT BRITAIN, AND SPECIFICALLY 
DEPUTY FOREIGN SECRETARY DAVID ENNALS. FOR DECLARING IT UNLIKELY 
THAT BRITAIN WOULD RECOGNIZE THE TRANSKEI WHEN IT GAINS 
INDEPENDENCE IN OCTOBER OF THIS YEAR. MATANZIMA CHARGED THE 
"TRANSKEI WAS FORCIBLY COLONIZED BY THE UK DURING THE LATTER 
PART OF THE NINETEENTH CENTURY AND THE POLICIES WHICH ENNALS 
APPEARS TO OBJECT TO WERE APPLIED BY THE UK” AT THAT TIME. HE
